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Of Municipality 


Boost next year’s 
appropriations 
by $15,500 


The annual financial statement 
to the tax payers 
of Arlington 
Heights appears in this, issue. It 
is a resume of the essential figures 
appearing in the annual report of 
the auditor E. F. Laurin. It is 
concise and easily interpreted. The 
average citizen who reads it can 
obtain an accurate picture of finan­ 
cial operation of the village. 
While the total figures of re­ 
ceipts and expenses appear in the 
report as approximately $95,000, a 
large part of that is non-income 
receipts, such as 
tax warrants 
sold, etc. The actual cost of keep­ 
ing the municipality in operation 
for the year was 
approximately 
$50,000. 
General taxes pay half 
of that cost and the water depart 
ment two-^fifths. The larger items 
of receipts are $4600 for liquor li­ 
censes, $2,500 for business licenses, 
$4,000 for vehicle tags and $2,800 
for fines. A receipt of $1,600 from 
the Public Service Co., represent­ 
ing franchise commission is not to 
be sneezed at. 
Over $8,000 was spent in street 
improvements that did not cost 
the tax payers a penny. The money 
came from the village share of the 
state motor fuel tax. 
Incidently 
the village has a balance of $10,000 
in that fund. This amount repre­ 
sents an entire year credit given 
the village from fuel taxes paid by 
firms selling gas and oil. The new 
traffic lights to be installed will 
come from this fund. 
The annual statement appears on 
page 2, section 2, of this issue.

Municipal appropriations for the 
operation of the village of Arling­ 
ton Heights for the current year 
total $83,122.50, an increase over 
the previous year of 23 per cent. 
In dollars and cents the increase is 
$16,500. 
Mayor Goedke in commenting on 
the increase, Wednesday morning 
said, “I believe in taking the pub­ 
lic into our confidence. Nothing to 
be gained by hiding facts. 
That 
appropriation, large as 
it is, is 
based on the needs of the munici­ 
pality the coming year. 
“We are not required to spend the 
entire amount of the appropriation 
but there are a lot of unpaid bills 
which were not included in last 
year’s appropriation. 
They must 
be paid and appropriations must be 
made to pay them. Included in these 
is an item of approximately $1,000 
for a relief sewer on south Chest­ 
nut street. 
“Salary increases are inevitable 
under present business conditions. 
The library hoard has asked for 
additional funds. The village has 
lived from hand to mouth for a 
long time. 
The working 
cash 
fund, which we are seeking to es­ 
tablish this year will in reality he 
a revolving fund the existence of 
which will often relieve the village 
of financial embarrassment and will 
lessen the number of tax anticipa 
tion warrants.” 
The increased tax load for the 
current year will be $4,500, which 
covers the $1,000 increase given the 
library board and the establishment 
of the cash working fund of $3,500. 
The other increases in the appro­ 
priation, if expended, can 
only 
come from the regular tax levy, 
which is limited by the assessed 
valuation.

No provision for salary increases 
were made for the mayor, village 
clerk or aldermen. On account of

No more toothaches for 
Arlington school child 


Fifty-four per cent 
improvement noted 
in last two years 


A toothache is fast becoming a 
thing that only daddy and mother 
can remember. 
Not much longer 
can any of the Arlington Heights 
school children complain “my tooth 
hurts.” 
Latest facts and figures 
on a dental survey show an im­ 
provement in dental health of 54 
per cent of the school children in 
the last 
two years. 
The dental 
health program and dental clinic is 
almost solely responsible. 
During the second week of scho'ol 
last September a dental survey wras 
made in the 
North, South, St. 
James, and St. Peters schools by 
Drs. Baumann, Bostian, Dunn, and 
Hill. A like survey w'hteh had been 
made in September of the previous 
year is compared with the investi­ 
gation made at the beginning of 
this school year in a table below:

Dental Survey: During the second week of school in September, 
1940, a dental survey was made in the North, South, St. James, and 
St. Peters’ schools by Dr. Baumann, Dr. Bostian, Dr. Dunn, and Dr. Hill. 
The following table compares the results of the 1940 survey with the

Forty-five 
children 
w'ere excluded froYn the clinic for 
bejng able to provide for their own 
dental work. Out of the 86 remain­ 
ing;, 75 received 
complete dental 
corrections, while the other eleven 
wire classified as incomplete be­ 
cause they had not fulfilled all of 
their appointments with the dent­ 
ists. 
Dental clinics 
held during the 
past four months 
numbered 62.

The dental survey of September, 1940, shows an improvement of 
21% in the dental health of the scho'ol children of Arlington Heights. 
While in September, 1939, 89% of the children had dental defects, 68% 
were found with dental defects in September, 3940. 


Similar analysis of June, 1940, 
with June, 1941, reveals a like im­ 
provement of 23 per cent. 
Some 
663 children, 65 per cent of the 
total enrollment, passed the dental 
tests this spring, while only 397, 
42 per cent, were considered “O. 
K.” a year ago. From September, 
1939, to June, 1941, a change in the 
number of children with defects 
decreased from 89 per cent to 35 
per cent, or an improvement of 
54 per cent. 
This decrease of 54 per cent is an 
outstanding 
achievement 
that 
speaks very favorably for the com­ 
munity, and 
everyone concerned 
with the program. * Numerous ta­ 
bles have been compiled at the 
spring 
and fall 
dental surveys 
which accurately show just how 
many children need dental correc­ 
tions. Carrying out this program 
of dental health and education has 
accounted 
for 
the 
remarkable 
change in the health of the chil­ 
dren. 
Assuming that the dental health 
of the children will deteriorate by 
ten per cent during the summer as 
it did in the summer of 1940, there 
will be approximately 45 per cent 
with dental defects next Septem­ 
ber. If the program is carried on 
next year, it is likely that a fur­ 
ther improvement of at least 20 per 
cent will be obtained. The percent­ 
age would then be pegged at 25 
per cent next June. Further edu-

Heights Public 
Health committee 
sponsored the 
dental clinics and actively inter 
ested civic groups in the commun 
ity in raising the necessary funds 
Without this support the clinics 
would not have been possible. 
The total amount spent for the 
clinics is $422.29, 
and the tota 
number of corrections 408, making 
the average cost 
per correction 
$1.03. 
Each extraction cost about 
65 cents and each filling from about 
$1.15 to $1.25. 
Cost of materials 
were $112.29 of the $422.29 with the 
$310.00 balance paid for dental ser­ 
vices 
at 
the 
specially 
reduced 
rates. 
Contributions to the dental fund 
amounted to $417.37, of w’hich the 
following 
organizations 
and 
sources made donations: 
The Merle Guild American Legion 
Post collected and sold old news­ 
papers to raise funds.

supervision, sanitation and life guards can make it. They have met all j 
other requirements that are made by the state, to secure its high I 
rating. 
The swimming rates have been extremely fair, and have been 
cheaper than many pools, that have had far poorer supervision.’
